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Run Government Like Government 


Most of us have learned to wince at 


proposals for running government like 
business. They remind us of that song 
In “ My Fair Lady” — “ Why Can't a 
Woman Be More Like a M an?” 


Government is not like business. Public 


officials do not make unilateral decisions. 
They must operate under constitutional 
and statutory laws. 


They must wheedle and persuade. They 


must humor legislators and play organi­ 
sational politics. Businessmen go as crazy 
In an environment like this. Public serv­ 
ants would go crazy if they had to make 
machinegun 
decisions 
on 
their 
own 


responsibility. 


TH E 88 businessmen borrowed by the 


Rhodes administration to study state gov­ 
ernment have steered clear of the idea 
of running government like business. In 
their final report, dealing with central 
control of government functions, they have 
recommended that the state government 
be run like government. 


There should be a department of execu­ 
tive affairs to handle “ inside” problems 
like the budget, executive planning, ad­ 
ministrative problems etc. — the imper­ 
sonal problems. 


Then, to deal with the public, there 


should he an administrative department, 
handling services, personnel, purchasing, 
public works etc. — the human problems. 


Finally, a department of financial af­ 
fairs would concentrate on accounting and 
revenue — the money problems. 
This would make government more like 


gov eminent, in the judgment of the “ Lit­ 


tle Hoover Commission.” finishing its stu­ 
dy of Ohio government. 


IF IT ALSO gave government some of 


the benefits of a well-organized business, 
all well and good. 
But government and business are not 


comparable. 
It makes no more sense to talk about 


running government like a business than 
it would make to talk about running a 
business like a government. 
They are not the same thing

Bernie 
was named back-of-the-week in the nation after his 32-yard- 
field goal decided the issue. 
He was named Purdue's outstanding athlete in 1961 for his

It was on the Purdue campus that Bernie was hounded 
by Major League scouts. Several clubs expressed interest in 
the left-handed swinging second baseman, but the Minnesota 
Twins won out, signing Allen on June I, 1961, for a $50,000 
bonus.

Yankees. 
Allen received a chance from Manager Sam Mole to show 
his stuff. The result was that Bernie began hitting the ball 
well and winning exhibition games with home runs and 
clutch hits. 
The Twins inserted Allen as their regular second base­ 
man when the season opened in Kansas City and removed 
Martin from the active player list, offering him a job in 
the front office.

WASHINGTON (A P)-H ouse 
Democratic Leader Carl Albert 
says the record of the 88th Con­ 
gress cannot be judged now 
“ anymore than you could say a 
horse race is won at the first | 
quarter or the half.” 
That is Albert’s answer to 
growing criticism of Congress 
as outmoded and unable to cope 
with the jet-powered problems 
of the space age. 


“The problems of a Congress 
require a solution within a two- 
year period,” Albert said. “No 
judgment can be made on a 
Congress except in term s of 
what a Congress is. The m eas­ 
ure of this Congress will be how 
it faces up to the toughest peace 
time issues of our tim e.” 
Albert conceded there is no 
chance of enacting by the end of 
the year the two top-priority ad­ 
ministration bills, civil rights 
and tax revision, although the 
House passed the tax bill and 
could possibly handle the civil 
rights bill before the Christmas 
recess. 


But he pointed out that the 
88th Congress has another year 
to go and said the time to judge 
its place in history will be at the 
end of its full term . All House 
m em bers are elected for two- 
year term s and all are up for 
election at the sam e time. 
Talking with a reporter F ri­ 
day, the Oklahoma Democrat 
said: 
“There has never been a time 
when we have had more contro­ 
versial issues. There has never 
been as much effort to find 
points of compromise w h i c h 
could produce meaningful re­ 
sults. This has been the contin-1 
uing business of the leadership 
and the adm inistration.” 
The overriding im portance of 


the two top bills is one reason 
the routine appropriations bills 
have dragged on so long, the 
Democratic leader said. 
He agreed that many prob­ 
lems coming before Congress in 
these times have new dim en­ 
sions and m ust be m et by new 
approaches. 
In the field of education he cit­ 
ed bills providing aid to voca­ 
tional education, higher educa­ 
tion, medical and dental educa­ 
tion, and to combat m ental re­ 
tard atio n -all either passed by 
the House or in the legislative 
process with a good chance of 
passage. 
On “ reform ing” Congress, Al­ 
bert said "there probably will 
be a need for reform. You can 
always improve any human in­ 
stitution. But I don't see that 
some of the changes that have 
been suggested would help us 
any.” 
He said some have advocated 
doing away with the seniority 
system in committees which un­ 
failingly confers the chairm an­ 
ship on the oldest living con­ 
gressm an.

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You’re The Skipper 
How To Handle 
Wind 


By JOHN BOHANNAN 
A paradox of power boating is 
that the wider the throttle is 
opened, the more positive the 
steering control, and yet th e 
times when control is critically 
important is when maneuvering 
at slow speeds in a crowded 
harbor or when docking. 


The problem Is further com­ 
plicated when there is a strong 
current, wind or heavy seas. 
These bring outside forces to 
bear on the hull and must be 
offset by turning on more pow­ 
er to restore control. 
A cross current or wind will 
tend to turn the bow off course 
Where a speed limit must be 
observed, apply only enough 
power to maintain good control. 
T h e r e 
are circumstances 
where safety depends on turn­ 
ing the engine fast. 


ONE HARBOR we visit has 


a narrow entrance, protected 
from the north and northwest, 
but wide open to the southwest. 
When a strong southwester is 
blowing, seas pound diagonally 
across the entrance, causing 


strong swirling currents j u s t 
inside the channel. 
At first the current tends to 
throw a boat against the lee­ 
ward bulkhead in the narrow 
cut, then across the channel to 
the weather bulkhead 
By ex­ 
perience, I learned that the best 
way to enter was to hit the cen­ 
ter of the channel with the en­ 
gine turning about 2100 r p m 
and maintain speed for about 
five boat lengths before cutting 
down. The tug of the current 
could be felt, first one way. 
then the other, but the speed 
kept the boat on course. 
One day a visiting 40-footer 
came in and made the mistake 
of hugging the weather side at 
slow speed, hoping to take ad­ 
vantage of the lee. The swirl 
current caught her and pounded 
her against the steel bulkhead, 
ripping off rub rails and dam­ 
aging the topsides. 


WHEN OFFSHORE In a fol­ 
lowing sea. the tendency to 
broach to can be avoided by 
keeping plenty of power turned 
on. Running slowly, a power 
boat has a tendency to dig in 


on the forward side of a wave, 
allowing the lighter-draft stern 
to be pushed around. At higher 
speeds the bow will rise and 
she ll ride on her stern, with 
better rudder response. 
Usually a throttle adjustment 
can be found where pounding is 
minimized. 
Sailboats depend on the speed 
of the hull through the water 
and large rudder area for steer­ 
ing control. 
In power boats, the rudder is 
used for deflecting the propeller 
stream and is of smaller area. 
Outboards and inboard-o u t- 
board drives direct the p r o p 
stream, making the boat easier 
to control. 
Twin-screw inboards are not 
so dependent on rudder deflec­ 
tion because they can be steer­ 
ed by the throttles. 
Operating a boat under vari­ 
ous wind and sea conditions will 
teach the skipper how m u c h 
throttle is required for steerage- 
wav.

ANSWER: Sun and moon are not actually larger when 
close to the horizon They look that way because of an effort 
often called ‘the moon illusion 
Of the two moons shown in 
lower right, the inside-the-box effect makes one look close and 
the other further away. Both moons are the same size. But we 
say ourselves, the furtherest moon must be much bigger than 
the close-up one, in order to look as big as it does. As we 
think of how big it must be. it actually does look big Out­ 
doors, the landscape makes the moon look far away close to 
the horizon so we get the moon illusion, it looks bigger than 
usual. 


When the sun or moon s rays come down directly from 
above dower left) all the colors, shown here by narrow lines, 
travel a short route through the atmosphere and merge to 
give a white effect But at sunset, the slanted rays must trav­ 
el further through the atmosphere Colors with short wave 
lengths, like the blue, are 
absorbed before they reach 
our 
eyes. But the longer red and orange 
rays (shown in black> 
reach through and give rich sunset colors.
